BULLET WHIZZES BY TWO 


Two persons narrowly escaped 
death yesterday afternoon when 
four unidentified white men shoot- 
ing from an automobile terrorized 
Cottage City, Md., just across the 
District line on the Washington- 
Baltimore boulevard. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock, accord- 
ing to Maryland police, four men, 
traveling at a fast rate of speed, 
began firing wildly from their auto- 
mobile as they passed through the 
town toward Washington. A score 
of shots were fired. 

One of the bullets shattered the 
heavy plate glass window in the 
grocery store operated by Joseph

Unconscionable profiteering by lo- 
cal coal retailers was charged in the 
‘| Senate yesterday by Senator Reed, 
of Pennsylvania. 

Precipitating a general coal de- 
bate without warning, Senator Reed 
declared that local dealers were 
charging from $14 to $14.50 a ton 
for coal which the individual could 
have delivered at his door for 
slightly more than $6 a ton. 

Groups of local citizens have been 
formed to combat the situation, he 
said, and he suggested that other 
bodies of citizens take similar ac- 
tion. 

Coal to supply any reasonable re- 
quirements here,:he asserted, can be 
bought in the mines near the Penn- 
sylvania-Maryland border for $2.95 
a ton. The Baltimore & Ohfo rail- 
road will charge an additional $2.84 
for bringing the coal here, and after 
getting here it will cost less than $1 
a ton for delivery to the consumer, 
he declared. 


Comes From Union Mines. 

This coal, he said, comes from 
the union mines ‘‘which pay the 
highest labor rates and could not 
by any possibility exceed $7 a ton 
in cost. 

“I know of residents of Wash- 
ington,’’ said Senator Reed, _ who 
within the last few ‘days. have 
clubbed together and bought single 
carloads of coal. I know of one 
gentleman who spoke to me this 
morning who bought 50 tons of 
coal at $2 a ton at the pit mouth 
from mines near the Maryland- 
Pennsylvania line. He paid $2.84 
to get it here and a drayage 
charge of $1. ‘The total cost to 
him was $6.84 a ton, while the 
cheapest retail price for that coal 
here is $14.’’ This particular lot, 
he said, came from the nonunion 
mines. 

The senator produced a letter 
from a retailer in a small New 
York town, which showed that the 
coal coming to him was at a cost 
of approximately $6 a ton. This 
all showed, he _ declared, that 
neither the miners, operators nor 
the railroads are responsible for 
high coal prices, but that the trou- 
ble lies with the retailer. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, asked 
him, ‘“‘assuming this combine does 
exist among Washington .coal re- 
tailers, what remedy do you gug- 
gest?”’ 2 

Publicity Only Remedy. 

The only remedy lies in a state- 
ment of facts in order that the 
public will become acquainted with 
them, the Pennsylvania senator 
said. The national government can 
not touch the retail dealer, he said. 

The Pennsylvania senator sug- 
gested that this statement of facts 
was of more benefit to the people 
than the general trend of measures 
now pending on the coal situation. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, dis- 
agreed with him, however, assert- 
ing that in naming the retailers,

President Coolidge has become 
the controlling factor in the Senate 
world court battle as a result of the 
situation v hich developed yesterday 
when Senator Smoot introduced the 
tax bill. It was conceded last night 
that the question of grinding down 
the opposition to the ¢ourt depends 
on the time Senator Smoot takes to 
bring up his bill and that the sena- 
tor’s action in turn depends upon 
the time which the President selects 
to touch the button. 

It looks as though the orders 
were for sufficient delay to enable 
Senator Lenroot to wear down the 
opposition, which in turn means 
that Senator Borah and his sup- 
porters are to be the victims. The 
alternative is, a compromise by 
Borah and the procourt administra- 
tion forces with respect to the selec- 
tion of a date for the world court 
vote. 

Proponents in Favored Position. 

As for tax reduction for the 
American people, this matter is ap- 
parently to be made secondary in 
importance to the _ international 
question, for the administration 
wants its world court and’ it looks 
as if it would get it, after all. 

Mr. lLenroot has abandoned 
thought of invoking cloture, even if 
he could obtain the necessary two- * 
thirds vote. He has decided to em- 
ploy, if necessary, the simple pro- 
cess of making the daily sessions of 
the Senate so long—10 o'clock to 
6 to begin with—that the court op- 
ponents will not be able to furnish 
speakers during all these hours. 
By a wearing process of exhaustion, 
he believes he can force a vote. 
And the opposition admits that 
there are physical limitations to 
the men who had yet hoped to be 
heard on the measure.

Returned After Announcing 
New York Trip. 


JEFFERS SAYS HE DINED 


WITH MURDERED MAN 


Prisoner Told Police He Had 
Dinner With One of Them, 
Gordon Asserts. 


The government produced a 
‘surprise’ witness yesterday at the 
trial of Ziang Sun Wan, charged 
with killing one of the victims of 
the triple murder here in 1919. 
He was James T. Snead, colored, 
who said he was a “utility man’’ 
at the Chinese Educational mis- 
sion in Kalorama road where the 
three meh were murdered. 

Snead testified that he went to 


the mission house on the after- 
noon of January 27 for the pur- 
pose of attending the furnace. 
Wan, he said, came to the window 
in his shirt sleeves and told him 


he was hot néeded, as everybody) 


was going to New York. 

The prosecution ealled Snead 
for the purpose of showing that 
Wan went back to the mission 
house after he had left there and 
announced that he was réturning 
to New York. 


Cross-Examined by 


Wilton J. Lambert, chief counsel 
for Wan, put Snead through a 
cross-examination, and it seemed 
evident afterward that much of 
Snead’s testimony was in conflict 
with what other witnessés have 
said. 

H. A. Jeffers, who was cashier 
at the Dupont National Bank at the 
time of the triple murder, told of a 
dinner he had with Ben Sén Wu 
and two other Chinese on the 
évening of January 29. The 
murder, according to the esti- 
mate of the government, was 
committed later that night, al- 
though the bodies were not dis- 
covered until January 31. Wu 
was one of those murdered. The 
dinner ended shortly before 8 
o’clock, and he last saw Wu on 
Fourteenth street between E and 
IF streets. 

In his opening statement to the 
jury, United States Attorney Pey- 
ton Gordon said Wan had told the 
police he had dined with Wu on the 
evening of January 29. Jeffers was 
called to show that Wan could not 
have had dinner with Wu, when the 
latter was dining with somebody 
else. 

The courtroom in which the case 
is being tried has been crowded to 
the doors ever since the trial start- 
ed. The seats are occupied by 
Chinese, law students, pensioners 
anc men and women of all social 
degrees. Usually there is a line of 
persons outside the door, waiting 
for somebody to leave and make 
roon. 

Wan, who has worn a placid ex- 
pression since the trial started, 
leaned forward and glowered sev- 
éral times yesterday while Snead 
was on the stand. 
told friends he had never seen the 
man before.

Chen Testimony Introduced. 


When Justice Wendell P. Stafford 
convened the court, Attorneys Gor- 
don and Horning introduced the 
testimony of Fohan H. Chen, one 
of the Chinese witnesses who has 
disappeared since the first trial 
The defense had made an unsuc- 
cessful fight to keep this testimony 
out. ; 

Chen's testimony related that 
Wan had received $2,000 from 
China in 1918 and that at Chen’s 
suggestion he placed it in a certain 
New York bank. Latér he with- 
drew this money and invested half 
of it in a motion picture theater in 
Brooklyn. The government’s pur- 
pesé in injecting this testimony was 
to shaw that Wan was virtually 
penniless at the time of the mur- 
der, and that this led him to mur- 
der Wu 

The testimony of Merton Prigg, 
one of the witnesses at the first 
trial who has died, also was read. 
Prigg was chief clerk. at the Har- 
ris hotel, His testimony was that 
Wan had registered at the hotel on 
the morning of January 27, and 
had checked out about noon, Jan- 
uary 30. 

Robert Lee Carter, colored, who 
was'a bell boy the Harris hotel 
at the time, tes#ified that he took 
Wan and another Chinese to the 
fourth floor late on the night of 
January 29. This is the night that 
the triple murder 
have been committed.

Gov. Ritchie expressed the opin- 
ion in an address before the Law- 
vers’ club of New York, in celebra- 
tion of the 125th anniversary of 
the appointment in 1801 of Justice 
Marshall to head the Supreme 
Court. 

Defender of a strong centralized 
government that he was, nothing 
in the decisions of the great Chief 
Justice should be construed as jus- 
tifying the broad interpretation of 
‘implied powers,’’ which Congress 
and the Supreme Court have taken 
in justifying. trespass upon State’s 
rights, Gov. Ritchie asserted. It is 
upon the defense of what he con- 
siders the privilege of States that 
Gov. Ritchie has based his bid for 
the’ Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation in 1928. 

He also outlined what he termed 
a ‘“‘new conception of law,’’ which, 
he said, indicates a flaw along 
which the American system of law 
may disintegrate. 

“For more than a century,’ he 
said, ‘“‘the high purpose of law in 
this country 
liberty and property; to stand be- 
tween the rights of the individual 
and any one who would invade 
them. Now the notion is that law 
can be used as a scheme for social 
control, to regulate human conduct 
and relations, and to secure the 
moral well-being of the individual 
by forcing upon all the people the 
precepts and ideas of groups or 
classes of people. 

“This kind of law, however, is 
being imposed before the convic- 
tions of those to be regulated by 
it have been educated up to it. 
The result is a growing non- 
observance and disrespect for law, 
because there can be no respect | 
for law without: enforcement, 
experience shows that legislation 


be enforced.’’

REMARKS MISQUOTED 
VICE PRESIDENT SAYS 


Had Allusion to Copeland, 
Who Denies Trying to 
Obstruct Debate. 


The Senate’s smoldering resent- 
ment over Vice President Dawes’ 
continued attacks on its rules 
flashed into fire yesterday at the 
beginning of the speech on the 
world court by Senator Reed, of 
Missouri. 


It came in the form of clashes be- 
tween the Vice President and Sena- 
tor Reed on the one hand and Mr. 
Dawes and Senator Copeland, of 
New York, on the other. The Vice 
President’s speech over the radio 
Tgpesday night served as the ignitin 
spark. ‘ 

When the smoke had cleared last 
evening, Genéral Dawes had ‘apol- 
ogized to Senator Copeland and had 
explained to the reporters that his 
‘radio speech had been misquoted. 
But otherwise the war over the 
rules is still on and the dramatic 
clash between Mr. Dawes and Sena- 
tor Reed had no aftermath. 

It was Senator: Reed’s attack, 
shortly after the Senate convened, 
that provided the dramatic setting. 
The Vice President was in the chair 
as usual, sitting comfortably, his 
hands clasped in his lap. The Mis- 
souri Senator stood at his front row 
desk facing him. Word had gone 
out that Senator Reed expected to 
take notice of the radio speech and 
the reporters were ready. Senator 
Reed had the floor to continue his 
speech. 

Reed Begins Mildly. 


The Senator began gently. He 
first picked up the volume from 
which he had had an article read 
from the desk Tuesday evening, one 
by Andrew Carnegie published in 
1893. It was to this articte that 
Dawes had presumably referred in 
his radio address. Mr. Reed ex- 
plained the importance of the ar- 


court discussion. 

He had intended to have the 
article simply inserted in the Rec- 
ord, he said, having asked Senator 
Lenroot in charge of the worldcourt 
measure for an adjournment, as he 
was weary from speaking. But this 
courtesy had been denied him, he 
said. He therefore felt that the 
article should be read. All this 
seemed leading up to one of the 
characteristic Reed attacks and a 
moment later he turned and faced 
the chair

Kellogg Says Statement of 
' Saenz Has No New Facts 
or Arguments. 


REPLY TO U. S. PROTESTS 
IS NOW ON ITS WAY HERE 


Department Gives Senate In- 
formation’ on Debts 
and Recognition. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Secretary Kellogg took direct 
issue yesterday with the statement 


issued to the press Tuesday by 
Mexican Foreign Minister Aaron 
Saenz, reiterating the position of 
the Washington government that 
the new Mexican land and petro- 
leum laws ‘‘are plainly retroactive 
and confiscatory.”’ 

Mr. Kellogg used 156 words to 
answer the 4,000-word public dec- 
laration of the foreign minister, dis- 
missing the Mexican statement as 
containing ‘‘no facts or arguments 
which have not been fully dealt 
with’’ in official exchanges. 

The Secretary’s statement, which, 
was issued before the Mexican gov- 
ernment replied late yesterday to 
the formal representations made 
by the United States against retro- 
active features of the two laws, was 
as follows: 

“The statement issued to the 
press by the Mexican minister of 
foreign affairs comprises no facts 
or arguments which have not been 
fully dealt with in the official ex- 
changes between the two govern- 
ments.

Executive Lauds French for 
Their Courage in Facing 
War’s Aftermath.

Henry Berenger, the new French 
Ambassador, told President Cool-. 


idge yesterday that ‘‘France is re- 
solved to settle the debts con- 
tracted for her defense * * * as 
promptly and as fully as her pres- 
ent and future possibilities will al- 
low.”’ 

Presenting his letters of credence 
to the President, the Ambassador 
said: 

“With especial regard to the 
financial settlement of the obliga- 
tions contracted in connection with 
the late war of 1914-1918, France 
again declares herself true to the 
principle of the sanctity of inter- 
national contracts. 


Says Nation Resolved to Pay. 


“Even in the midst of the diffi- 
culties of restoration whitch the 
ravages of the late invasion still 
cause her, France is resolved to set- 
tle the debts contracted for her 
defense and for that of civilization, 
as promptly and as fully as her 
present and future possibilities will 
allow. 

“France knows that the ‘eco- 
nomic world can not be brought 
back into eqtilibrium unless every 
one in the world meets internal and 
external obligations by a strict 
restoration of credit and of con- 
fidence. 

“‘We are convinced that the tra- 

ditional friendship of the United 
States of America will make easier 
Or France a _e progressive and 
orderly liquidation of the obliga- 
tions bequeathed to her by the last 
war. 
* In accepting the letter of cre- 
dence, President Coolidge took oc- 
casion in his reply to the Ambassa- 
dor’s remarks to say it was his 
“honest hope that a fair and hon- 
orable adjustment’’ of the Franco- 
American war debt ‘‘will be reached 
in the near future.” 


Coolidge Points to Friendship. 


“There should be no insuperable 
difficulty in arriving at such an 
adjustment,’’ the President said, 
“since you have only now reiterated 
the fidelity of your government to 
the sancity of contract and since 
you know the spirit of loyal friend- 
Ship in which the American deft 
funding commission is prepared to 
discuss the matter.’’ 

President Coolidge concluded 
with a request that the Ambassador 
convey to the president of France, 
the French government and people, 
his ‘‘best wishes for the happiness 
and prosperity of the great nation 
which has stood undismayed 
through trials that would have 
shaken the courage of a country 
less indomitable, which has sur- 
mounted untold difficulties d to- 
day is giving proof of its desife for 
peace through reason and justice 
rather than through force.’’ 


The Ambassador had. declared 
that the French republic never had 
ceased to “give evidence of that 
wish for universal peace,’’ adding 
that the latest proof of this desire 
was successfully asserted at the 
Locarno conference.

ASSERT: IT HURTS YOUTH 


Chicago, Jan. 30 (By A: P.).— 
Daily it becomes more apparent 
that the Christian churches face the 
imminence of a battle for the pres- 
ervation of the prohibition law, Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, Washington, 
D. C., corresponding secretary of 
the board of temperance, prohibi- 
tion and public morals of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, told the 
world service commission of the 
church in his annual report to- 
night. 

‘‘Congressional representatives of 
the liquor interests are becoming 
increasimgly bold in their state- 
ments and activities; the country 
is flooded with vicious attacks 
upon the law and the very elect are 
being deceived,’” he reported. 

““A vast mass of propaganda 
against the law pours into the 
‘provinces’ concealed in alleged 
humor, syndicated to newspapers, 
which are editorially dry; in the 
words of popular songs: in the 
patter of stage comedians; in the 
words of fictional heroes. It is a

Mrs. Smith Alford, president of 
the Big Sisters association of 
Queens, and H. A. ‘Weber, executive 
secretary of the Catholic Big 
Brothers of Bronx, New York, also 
spoke against the prohibition law 
as having worked to weaken chil- 
dren’s morals.

Recently when trapped at the 
home of young Lloyd Austin, an 
uncle by-marriage, he shot his way 
to liberty. In the exchange Austin 
was killed, a charge of shot from a 
shotgun in the hands of a detective 
striking him. This week Mrs. Aus- 
tin gave birth to a second child. 
With Durkin at the time was Betty 
Werner, mother of a baby boy. 


Masqueraded as Woman. 


Gallo, Durkin’s 
Brooklyn cousin, tonight revealed 
how the gunman, who, according 
to police, went about wearing an 
iron vest to protect himself, actual- 
ly masqueraded as a woman by day 
and a man by night after the Shana- 
han killing. 

He went to New York, was fur- 
nished with a complete outfit of 
women’s clothing, even to a vanity 
case, and calmly powdered his nose 
while the police were questioning 
Miss Gallo in the same room, she 
said. 

On a trip back to Chicago, she 
said, he had worn woman’s cloth- 
ing in the day time, and had delib- 
erately asked questions of officers 
along the way and made sport of 
pictures of him advertising a re- 
ward for his capture. 

Durkin said be felt sure of his 
safety in woman's attire, but did 
not like to be so dressed, she said. 
She claimed he wandered about 
Chicago upon his return, dressed 
as a woman.

DON’T DELAY THE TAX BILL! 


The tax reduction bill is now before 
the Senate. It can be called up for dis- 
cussion at any time. The changes made 
by the Senate committee on finance are 
such as will provoke much discussion, 
but if the bill is taken up at once there is 
no reason why it should not be passed, 
sent through conference, and made a 
law in time for the printing of blanks 
and instructions to taxpayers before 
March 15. 

The interests of every American citi- 
zen are directly involved in the tax bill. 
Even those who pay no income taxes are 
affected by reason of employment in 
firms and corporations which are affect- 
ed, and which are marking time until 
they can be sure of the tax situation 
before they commit themselves to new 
plans or further expenditures. 

A filibuster to prevent discussion of 
the tax bill is threatened. The object of 
this filibuster is to force a vote on the 
world court protocol ahead of a vote on 
the tax bill. 

Some of the proponents of the world 
court are influential in directing the 
course of the tax bill. They seem to be 
ready to delay the tax bill, and even to 
imperil its enactment before March 15, 
for the sake of pushing the world court 
scheme through the Senate. 

The proponents of the court protocol 
are afraid of discussion of the proposal 
in the Senate and are still more afraid of 
the increasing torrent of public protest 
against American entanglement in the 
league of nations court scheme. The 
senators who are trying to rush the court 
protocol through the Senate know very 
well that the scheme will not bear the 
test of American scrutiny. They are 
fearful, also, that untoward events in 
Europe may expose the hollow mockery 
of the scheme as a means of preserving 
international peace. War between Tur- 
key and Great Britain is threatened

The board recently invited a committee of 
State bank supervisors into a conference on 
this question and made it clear to them that 
the amendment which they desire was a radical 
departure from the fundamental theory of the 
Federal reserve act and would deprive the 
Federal Reserve Board of the power to preserve 
the soundness of the Federal reserve system.

This action of the 
Senate committee has again aroused the oppo- 
sition of many who seem to accept the theory 
that a Federal estate tax is the only means of 


| Curtailing the accumulation of large fortunes. 


The Senate finance committee unanimously 
agreed to a plan of eliminating the Federal] 
estate tax by applying the 1921 rates (with 
no rebate back to estates taxed under State 
laws) and eliminating thé Federa] estate tax 
altogether after the passage of the 1926 law. 

Before the national conference on inheri- 
tance and estate taxation in this city February 
19, 1925, President Coolidge said: 3 


When on June 2 last I signed the reve- 
nue act of 1924 I pointed out then that 
when the inheritance taxes levied by the 
States be added to this (the Federal es- 
tate tax) a substantial confiscation of cap- 
ital may result: and I suggested the dan- 
ger of having the States and the Federal! 
sovernment withdraw from the field of 
estate taxes. The right to inherit 
property owes its existence, not to any 
Federal law but to the laws of the States. 
Federal estate taxation, therefore, has not 
the natural excuse wWich is conceded to 
State inheritance taxation. There 
are circumstances where the aggregate of 
estate and inheritance taxes may exceed 
the value of the property left by the dece- 
dent. This is not unusual: but we have 
come to a point of estate and inheritance 
taxation reaching as it does 40 per cent 
in the Federal law, and perhaps higher in 
some States, where the totak burden 
closely approaches, if it does not actually, 
confiscation.

‘is used. A tin coffee pot is not de- 
'sirable, as tannic acid acts on this 
metal and is apt to develop a poi- 
sonous compound. Allow the bever- 
age to come to a boil and immedi- 
ately remove from the fire. In this 
case if vou wish stronger coffee 
make your tablespoonfuls heaping 
rather than rounded. 

Boiled coffee is more economical 
than percolated coffee for less is 
_ used, and is on the whole, I believe, 
considered preférable. For a small 
family it is not practical to buy 
coffee in large quantities even to 
'take advantage of a better price, un- 
lesS you have means of caring for 
‘it in airtight containers. Coffee is 
at its best when freshly roasted and 
| ground. 

Let me give you a good receipt 
for doughnuts to go with your cof- 
| fee. It is one that was given me by 
a ‘“‘down Easter” some years ago; 
try them for breakfast. 
Baked Apples with Cream 
Soft Boiled Eggs 
Bacon 
Doughnitts Coffee 
DOUGHNUTS. 

Place one-half cup of sugar in a 
mixing bowl and add six scant tea- 
spoonfuls of the melted fat in which 
you will fry vour doughnuts. Break 
into this one egg, unbeaten, a third 
teaspoon salt and an eighth tea- 
spoon of ground nutmeg. When 
these ingredients are well mixed 
add two-thirds of a cup of sweet 
milk and three teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder sifted with three scant 
cupfuls of flour. Toss on a floured 
board, roll lightly to half inch 
thickness, cut out with doughnut 
'cutter and fry in deep fat (crisco if 
preferable to lard) until a golden 
brown, turning only once.

This didn’t 
bother Sam. ‘‘Nevah mind,” he 
counseled with the true unconcern 
of his race. “This ole right fist 
will be the referee.”’

RETRACTION DEMANDED 
FROM G. C. WILKINSON 


43 Armstrong Teachers Deny 
Making Complaints Against 
School Principal. 


To strike or not to strike, fol- 
lowing demotion of Principal 
Arthur C. Néwman by the board 


of education yesterday, in regular 
meeting in the Franklin school, is 
the question which will be decided 
this morning by 1,100 students of 
Armstrong Technical High school 
when they assemble in their class- 
rooms at 9 o’clock. Before close 
of school yesterday word was 
passed around generally for a 
walkout this morning if action of 
the board was unfavorable to New- 
man. 

Up to a late hour last night the 
advisability of a walkout was care- 
fully considered by leaders of the 
student council. While no definite 
action was taken by them, it was 
apparent, at the conclusion of 
their conference, that they were 
mmaich impressed with the _ wis- 
dom of returning to their stu- 
dies, and avoiding interruption of 
scholastic progress. 


Retraction Is Demanded. 


Pursuant to a statement made 
by Assistant Superintendent G. C. 
Wilkinson, covering the Newman 
case, under date of January 15, 
which he reiterated before the 
Armstrong faculty Tuesday after- 
noon, to the effect that his recom- 
mendation for Newman’s demotion 
was based upon a study initiated, 
among other causes, by reason of 
numerous complaints from mem- 
bers of the faculty, 43 teachers 
signed a request yesterday after- 
noon ihat he retract the state- 
ment. 


They said he had labeled the! 
entire faculty as talebearers, and. 
called on him to disclose those who! 
had made complaints. There were | 
thirteen who did not sign the re-; 
quest for retraction. 

The vote of the board of educa. | 
tion to demote the Armstrong prin-| 
cipal, unanimous in support of the: 
recommendation of the personnel | 
committee, of which Mrs. Coralie 
F. Cook, colored board member, is 
chairman, came at the end of pleas 
and arguments presented by sup- 
porters in favor of Capt. Newman, 
which E. C. Graham, president of 
the board, praised generously. He 
had never heard, Mr, Graham said, 
any argument presented more terse- 
ly or more ably than that presented 
by Capt. Newman’s friends in sup- 
port of his retention as principal of 
Armstrong. It was immediately 
following this praise that the board 
voted unanimously to override all 
of the arguments and to demote the 
principal.

DISTRICT FOOD LAWS 
ARE MADE BROADER 


Commissioners Adopt Change 
Extending Regulations 
to All Dealers. 


The District commissioners yes- 
terday adopted an amendment to 


the food regulations, on advice of 
Dr. William C. Fowler, health offi- 
cer, making it easier to prosecute 
violators. 

Heretofore the section forbidding 
sale of meats, bakery goods, fruits 
and other foodstuffs, with special 
reference to those consumed with- 
out washing, paring or cooking, 
unless they were protected from 
flies and dust, applied only to ‘‘un- 
inclosed’’ premises. 

Dr. Fowler told the commission- 
ers that the result of this was that 
the courts would only convict pro- 
prietors of booths in open markets 
or'out of doors. He asked to have 
the word ‘tuninclosed” stricken out 
and this was done. He says he now 
can proceed against proprietors of 
stores as well as booths and stands. 
The amendment will take effect in 
30 days.

Regulations Not Arbitrary, but 
Have Come Through Past 
Needs, He Says. 

“PETTING” iS DEFENDED 
AT RECREATION MEETING 


War Secretary Urges Sound 
National Policy on Out- 
door Play. 


Denying that regulations govern- 
ing conduct in public parks of the 
National Capital are arbitrary 
rules, Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, yester- 
day answered an attack made at a 
session of the National Recreation 
Conference by Ethelbert Stewart 
of the Labor Department, on “puri- 
tanical park rules.’’ 

Mr. Stewart made a vigorous at- 
tack on any policy restricting 
public use of the public parks by 
“keep off: the grass’’ signs and 
other restrictions and said, ‘‘Nellie 
from the shoe factory can stand a 
little petting in a public park fur- 
nished by the city, even though 
Joe from the stock yards, who 
spends his days cutting off the feet 
of sheep, does the petting.’’ 

Mr. Stewart said police and po- 
licewomen frequently imagine 
things they can not see, and de- 
clared that ‘‘the assumption that 
people are not able to take care 
of themselves is entirely gratui- 
tous.”’ 

“IT can say, with David, that ‘once 
I was young and now I am old;’ 
that never have I put my arm 
around a woman——never in my life 
have I tried to put my arm around 
a woman—who did not know all of 
the rules and regulations and ex- 
actly how to enforce them. 

Personally I believe that a 
xirl who works nine hours in the 
spindle room of a cotton factory or 
eight or nine hours a day in a boot 
and shoe factory at the speed rates 
that prevail today can stand a little 
petting. 

Maj. Grant, in his answer, said 
‘““we enforce the park regulations 
as humanely as possible, but there 
is a limit to the things that can be 
allowed. The reg@lations now in 
force have grown from years of 
experience through which they 
have been found to be the best 
ordinances for every one concerned. 
Of course if there is any one who is 
strongly opposed to the park rules 
now in force we will be glad to 
hear them on their stand. But it is 
well to keep in mind that the rules 
are not arbitrary but have come to 
be adopted through necessity.” 


National Policy Urged. 


secretary of War Dwight F. 
Davis opened the morning session 
with an address in which he said 
the development of a sound nation- 
al policy for recreation and conser- 
vation is entirely dependent upon 
State contribution to the effort. 
Secretary Davis assured the confer- 
ence of the support of the Presi- 
dent’s committee on outdoor recrea- 
tion, of which he Is chairman. Sec- 
retary Hubert Work, Director 
Stephen Mather of the national 
park service, and Col. William B. 
Greeley, chief of the United States 
forest service, addressed the after- 
noon session of the conference. 

Nearly 250 delegates, represent- 
ing 133 national organizations, and 
che governors of approximately 30 
States, are attending the sessions. 

“States, counties and municipali- 
ties have definite places in all plans 
to provide and maintain sufficient 
forests and parks to give American 
citizens opportunities for whole- 
some outdoor: recreation,’ said Dr. 
John C. Merriam, president of the 
Carnegie Institution. 

Representative Walter M. New- 
ton, of Minnesota, at the evening 
session of the conference, declared 
that the vast Superior National For- 
est in northern Minnesota {is one of 
the country’s last remaining wilder- 
nesses and should not be spoiled by 
the granting of water power rights 
or by other utilitarian uses. 

Today’s session will be addressed 
by Secretary Herbert Hoover, Sec- 
retary James J. Davis, Assistant 
Secretary of War, Hanford Mac- 
Nider, Dr. Henry Baldwin Ward, of 
Illinois university, and Mrs. Jane 
Deeter Rippin, national director of 
the Girl Scouts of America.
